In commenting on the sub- 
ject, Geo. Robinson expressed 
the upinion that the Council 
had been’ very _— dilatory 
in dealing with this impor- 
tunt subject, and the general 
opinion was that immediate 
steps should be undertaken to 
secure some kind of fire tight- 


ing equipment for Mirror, 

The question will be dealt 
with at the next session of the 
Council, when the estimates 
for the year will be brought 
down.

A nation of millions instead of thou-

now asked are: How great will the 
| population of that nation be? How 
soon will it come. 

These are answered largely by a 
comparision with existing conditions 
in the United States, To-day in spite 
| of it enormous natural wealth, west- 
ern Canada, with an area of 1,116,417 
square miles, has only sixteen cities 
of 10,000 population or more, 

Growth is bound to come and that 
it is not unreasaiiabjle may be geen 
again by a comparison with the states 
south of the border, «The twenty 
states of North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Nebraska. Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Michigan, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, New York, and Wew Jersey 
embrace a territory less than that of 
the four provinces, and yet in, these 
States there are 512 cities of 5,090 or 
more population.

Backward and forward, round 
and round they wrestled only to break 
away and maneuver for position. 

Gradually the challenged animal 
worked his. opponent toward the wa- 
ter, when the latter threw all his 
strength into one last desperate 
charge. Antlers met with a crash, 
and one of the horns of the challenger 
was snapped. He turned quickly 
and throwing up his head, ran toward 
the pond. The victor followed, but 
fell exhausted. Without turning, the 
beaten stag went straight into the 
water; and buried his head in the mud. 
The park ranger ran for assistance, 
and when the body of the drowned 
deer was located it was found that 
his antlers were embedded in the mud,

THE SPLIT LOG ' 
DRAG FOR ROADS 


Everyone who has anything 
to do with the building or up- 
keep of roads eulogizes the 
drag. Quite recently F. W. 
Guilbert, secretary Good Roads 
Association of Spokane, Wash- 

ington, wrote an article on this 
| subject. Although the article 

covers the same old ground we 
have gone over before, Mr. 
Guilbert gives some simple ad- 
vice, descriptions and figures 
that ought to be interesting to 
every farmer who desires bet- 
ter roads.

The 
patient should lie on her side, and then 
one-half of the hair can. be dressed 
without-any trouble, fd matter bow 
wick the patient may be. 

In combing the hair one should com- 
mence at the ends, gradually remoy- 
fmg the tangles by working upward. 
If the hair'is grasped by the left hand 
Between the roots and the part being 
combed the patient will not complain 
of the pulling. 

If the bair is badly tangled olive oll 
may benpplied, which will greatly less- 
ev the labor. Where the matting is 
extensive it is not best to try to comb 
out all tangles at once, as it would be 
teo inuch of a tax on the patient. A 
few strands can be separated at a 
time, then braided so as not to become 
tangied again. , 

When a patient Is compelled to lie in 
bed for a number of weeks the hair 
may be washed without much incon- 
venience and without danger to the 
patient. The pillow should be well 
protected by a rubber sheet and the 
patient moved as near the edge of the 
bed as possible. Two basins of rather 
bot water, one containing the shampoo 
weixture and the other for. rinsing, 
should be in readiness. One side of 
the hair should be washed at a time, 
then rinsed well. The bair and scalp 
may be nearly dried very quickly with 
several towels. After the shampoo 
the hair sbould remain spread out on 
the pillow for some time until tbor- 
eughly dry.

That Are Used and the Molding 
and the Tuning. 

Bell making is one of the few arts 
which have; in practice from 


day it has never reached a state of 
perfection. Very skilled workmen are | 
needed to constrict bells so that they 
shall be melodious, artistic and dur- 


able. ' 

The. bell of to-day is usually com- 
posed of five paris of tin to sixteen 

rts of copper. It has been found 
‘the large bell founders that to 
put too much tin in a bell often 
causes undesirable results, of which 
cracking is the most common. But 
the most’ satisfactory results have | 
been obtained by using v.1y old cop- | 
per and procuring good tin. 

In constructing a large bell the | 
first step is to make the mold. This / 
is really the most vital stage in the | 
whole process, for the slightest | 
error at this point would certainly | 
lead to failure, and the work would , 
all have to be done over again. 

After the bell is cast it is sent to) 
the tuning shop, where metal is pared 
‘oft from the inside according to need. 

Before the tuning of bells had been | 
Studied as an art it was pointed out | 
that a large bell was hardly ever in| 
tune. A bell to be in proper tune 
must first be in tune with itself—thia 
is ‘to say, it should have at least five 
tones at correct intervals from one 
another in order to produce a perfect 
musical chard. - | 

These harmonies are the hum note, | 
fundamental and nominal, and also

| note. If we were to put the first thre= 

named in musical notation with a C 
bell we should get three Cs in octaves. 

It was always found, very*much to 
the surprise of the maker, that small- 
er bells were in worse tune than the 
larger ones, but after the mastery of 
the harmonics it was found that prac- 
tically all these difficulties disappear- 
ed, enabling more perfect bellg to be 
produced,

FORTUNES IN RUBBISH 


WASTE PRODUCTS ARE WORTH 
MILLIONS TO DEALERS. 


Every Now and Then Some One Dis- 
covers a Use to Which a Despised 
Article Can Be Put—Shoddy and 
Mungo Are the Basis of a Great 
Industry—Old Tins Are Now of 
Value. 


Have you ever considered what a 
curious and wonderful trade the busi- 
ness of collecting waste materials is? 
It is bigger and far more interesting 
than you could ever have guessed, 
and takes you into all sorts of by- 
ways where you will make some odd 
discoveries. | 

A waste merchant or dealer—there 
are any number of names under which 
the business is carried on—is a man 
who will buy what nobody wants. 
However uscless a thing may seem 
he can generally find a use for it, and 
he thrives on this special knowledge 
of what things are made of, and what 
they can be made into. Many waste 
merchants. are very rich men, and 
out of business hours you would never 
guess that their wealth was drawn 
from such despised articles as rags 
or old tins. 

An impetus is given to the business 
every now and then by the discovery 
of some fresh use to which waste 
materials can be put. 

The first of these impulses was given 
almost exactly 100 years ago by an 
Englishman, who discovered that 
woollen rags could be torn up into a 
material, then .called “rag wool,” 
which was almost as good as the orig- 
inal wool. This simple discovery has 
revolutionized the woollen industry, 
and the material, renamed ‘‘shoddy” 
(if made from soft rags, such as stock- 
ings), or “‘mungo,” if made of hard 
rags, is consumed in huge quantities. 
Within a short radius of Dewsbury, 
in the heart of the heavy woollen dis- 


| trict of Yorkshire, there are over 400 


rag-waste merchants, who sell to the 
woollen and shoddy manufacturers. 
The rags are collected all o*er the 
country, and even imported from 
abroad, to the tune of about a ani)- 
lion pounds worth a year. So expert 
are the rag-graders that they can us- 
ually tell at a glance from what part 
of the world any given sample of rag 


| comes. 


In the towns of Dewsbury, Batley, 

Morley, Ossett, Heckmondwike, Eng., 
and others we have the curious spec- 
tacle of a whole country-side flourish- 
ing by virtue of the discovery of the 
uses to which simple woollen rags 
may be put. How many moderate 
fortunes have been made in the wool- 
len-rag trade it would not be easy 
to say, but the number must be very 
large. 
f It is practically certain that the 
coat you are wearing contains a pro- 
portion of shoddy. This need not wor- 
ry you, however, for the some thing 
has just been pointed out to a well. 
known Cabinet Minister who has been 
visiting among the ‘‘Raggers.” 

A word or two about cotton and 
| linen rags. Large quantities of theso 
are used in the better grades of paper. 
made into 
cotton shoddy; old Jace curtains are 


| torn up for use, mixed with cotton 


waste, in the balls of engine waste, 
with which you are familiar if your 
vocation takes you into any factory. 

There are plenty of other uses, in- 
cluding the manufacture of roofing- 
felt, ete. What are called ‘useful’ 
rags—that is, new cuttings of fair size 
—are sold to eapmakers, and other 
trades which can use them up with- 
out remanufacture, 

Old tins form a class of material 
for which no use could formerly be 
As the reader will know, they 
only contain a very Jittle tin in the 
form of a coating on the outside, the 
principal metal, priced at over $1,000 
per ton at present, and it was well 
worth while to try and find some way 
of extracting it. An ingenious method 
has now been found of dissolving the 
iron and alterwards re- 
covering it from the solutgn The 
discovery was made by a Grman, but 
though the largest works are in that 
country the process is also in use in 
Great Britain. Huge quantities \of 
tins are collected by the various L@n- 
don cleansing departments and sold 
to have the tin extracted. 

Have you any idea what cordite, 
celluloid, and artificial silk are made 
of? All these are comparatively new 
discoveries, and they are all made, at 
least in part, out of the cotton waste, 
which is one of the waste prodacts of 


the Lancashire cotton industry. One 
of the things the Balkan War did 
| was to raise the price of low cotton 
waste, which is used in the manulac- 


ture of cordite. 
Britain's cotton mills produce over 
waste annually. 


The aristocrats of the waste trade 
are, undoubtedly, the big scrap-iron 
and old-metal merchants, who will 


purchase anything from an old battle- 
ship downwards. “A batth@ip every 
now and then, and a torpcdo-boat or 
Coasting steamer any day of the 
week,” is the way they put it. 

Old metals are, of course, used for 
melting down and refining. A curious 


| feature is that in some cases the ma- 


terial is better for being old. Thus 


/ old horseshoes acquire in the process 
| of use so excellent a temper,that they 


are bought at high prices to@nake inte 
cutlery. 
All the big Government and muni-
